A few arrests were made by 
the outnumbered force of the Uni- 
versity city. Nine were hard- 
looking men. The nine were iden- 
fied late the next day as admitted 
Klansmen. What police described 
as a small arsenal of weapons 
with extra belts of ammunition 
was found in their possession. 
Six loaded revolvers were in the 
lot. 


A member of the State Board 
of Regents actually criticized in 
harsh terms the efforts of the 
president’ of the university and 
the deans to stop earlier, and 
smaller, disturbances. That a 
hard core of students, perhaps 
a hundred, was coached and pre- 
pared in advance is not doubted. 
By no means all the armed adults 
were arrested. Nine of them were. 
Others managed to avoid becom- 
ing involved. 

Here are but some of the ele- 
ments of the humiliation of a town 
and a state. The toughs who 
masterminded the riot had encou- 
ragement and direction. 


Face of South 


These men, and all they repre- 
sent, suddenly became the face 
of the South. They became, too, 
the face of state government since 
they managed temporarily to pre- 
vail. 

The rioting students, too, were 
for the period of their cursing 
attack on one of the university 
buildings, linked in emotion, mind 
and purpose with the armed men 
who had come to do whatever 
evil they eould. 


But, let us not ignore the fact. 
The adult toughs who joined in 
the explosion of hate, and the 
students as well, were there by 
an invitation which, if not direct- 
lv sent, was inherent in events. 
When a member of the State 
Board of Regents protests the ac- 
tion of deans halting demonstra- 
tions and threatens the presi- 
dent for obeying a court order, 
that is in essence encourage- 
ment to defy authority. There 
were other such __ invitations. 
Among them were the silence and 
indecision of the state. 


The faculty, the people of the 
state, the city government have 
a right to expect that The Legis- 
lature, the governor and other 
officials—whatever their personal 
prejudices—will protect the good 
name of the university and the 
state by scrupulously protecting 
their integrity. 


Brighter Side 


There is another and brighter 
side to this coin. More than 
half the faculty of the University, 
outraged by the affront to decen- 
cy, humanity and the good name 
of the institution, met and signed 
a protest and a request that 
the Negro students be readmitted. 


This was magnificent. One can- 
not help but wonder where oth- 
er members of the faculty were. 
It is difficult to believe they 
will ever again feel entirely com- 
fortable in conscience if they re- 
mained away by choice. The 
furies of ignorance and hate will 
be loosed, for a time, against 
those who did sign. But all their 
lives they will be able to say, of 
a time of testing, “I was there.” 


There was no note in the stories 
of the distance these faculty mem- 
bers traveled to the meeting. But 
let it be said their journey there 
brought more honor to the uni- 
versity of the state than all the 
long returns of kickoffs, punts, 
or runs from scrimmage in the 
history of football. 


For the Legislature and the po- 
litical leaders of the state there 
remains a decision. Will they, 
whatever their personal beliefs, 
stand with law or invite violence 
and the violent? 


The two students will return to 
classes Monday. It is not legal to 
deprive them: of their constitu- 
tional rights and retain the rights 
of other students. Will we allow 
mobs to destroy the University?

WASHINGTON—Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley and a Nobel laureate, has been 
offered a post on the Atomic Energy Commission by the Kennedy 
administration, congressional sources disclosed Friday. 


There was no immediate indica- 
tion whether the 48-year-old chem- 
ist would agree to serve on the 
five-man commission. 


There are two vacancies on the 
commission. Under the Atomic 
Energy Law, one of the five com- 
missioners is picked by the Presi- 
dent to be chairman. 


For the fifth vacancy on the 
commission two other noted nu- 
clear scientists were reported by 
congressional sources to be un- 
der consideration—Dr. Henry D. 
Smyth of Princeton University 
and Dr. Walter H. Zinn, vice pres- 
ident of the Nuclear Division of 
Combustion Engineering, Inc., of 
East Windsor, Conn. 


Seaborg, who has pioneered in 
the discovery of transuranium 
elements such as_ plutonium;

Stem from Economics 


Among the most serious problems the 
Kennedy administration will inherit is 
the worsening situation in Latin Amer- 
ica, of which the Cuban dilemma is only 
a part. Extent of the trouble was pointed 
up in a discouraging survey of the hem- 
ispheric economy in the New York 
Times on Wednesday. 

There is a population growth annually 
of 2.8 per cent in the nations south of us. 
There was, however, little or no growth 
in over-all production.

Dollar and 
gold reserves are dropping and so are 
U.S. private investments. The survey 
spells out a tale of economic, political 
and social woes.

Growth, Unemployment 
Are Inseperable Issues 


President-elect Kennedy’s multiplying 
problems were not eased yesterday with 
the announcement that the country’s 
jobless rolls shot up to their highest fig- 
ure in 20 years in December. From No- 
vember to December, the number un- 
employed increased by 509,000 persons— 
three times more than normal. 


There is yet no real alarm that the 
business decline will turn into a major 
depression. There are too many cushions, 
including built-in stabilizers, the high 
rate of savings and the fact that personal 


incomes in 1960 probably will hit a 
record. 
There is genuine worry, however, 


about the continued increase in unem- 
ployment. With 4,450,000 out of work, 
there is ample reason to be. It poses an 
immediate problem for Kennedy when he 
is inaugurated next week. 


But the even greater problem which 
Kennedy and his advisers seem ready and 
willing to tackle is how to prevent the 
steady growth of chronic unemployment. 
This is being brought about by the fail- 
ure of the economy to grow at a rate 
great enough to absorb increases in the 
work force. That is a fundamental which 
Kennedy has recognized and seems will- 
ing to face up to. 


Economic growth to meet the needs of 
a growing population and to provide the 
revenues for essential government pro- 
grams is perhaps the greatest domestic 
problem of our time.

Federal Versus 
State Power 


Gov. Vandiver had the majority of Geor- 
gians behind him when he made the basic de- 
cisions of his governorship last Monday—<de- 


cisions to keep the University of Georgia open, and to obey the law. 

His Monday decision was not enforced on Wednesday. The Mon- 
day decision still stands, however, as fine and right. The Wednesday 
collapse of authority in the face of a mob cannot be erased. But on 


second chance it can be corrected. 


It is a lasting blot on the name of the University of Georgia that 
some of its students cannot be trusted to act like men. But they 
placed that tag upon themselves Wednesday night. They ought to go 
home and grow up. But they are still in Athens enjoying rights 
they denied to others by mob action. 


Therefore, Gov. Vandiver is forced to make one more basic de- 
cision, the saddest of the lot: what kind of police are to be used to 
teach some University of Georgia students to act like men? 

Federal marshals can always be sent if the state wishes to align 
itself with the Roy Harris-Peter Zack Geer position that the student 
mob demonstrated character and courage. 


But if the governor takes his stand with that pair, and abdicates 
state responsibilty for the safety of women in university dormitories, 


we will be surprised. 


To be able to say federal tyranny forced us is one thing: to say 
state troopers stood aside while a mob broke the windows in the 
bedrooms of young Georgia women is quite another. 

If the safeguarding of Georgia students in peril is not the duty 
of Georgia's own police, then state’s rights have come to a poor pass 


indeed. 


The question was one of law and order. The governor, the legisla- 
ture, and the people of Georgia have faced the law. The question 
now is solely one of order. It is the governor’s job to keep order. And 
we do not have the slightest doubt that Ernest Vandiver is going to 
snatch a knot in the arm of the first aide, underling or unfriendly 
kibitzer who presumes to discourage or short-circuit his power to 
keep the order in the state, with state forces, and by state decision, 


next time. 
. 


We have seen that the federal power acts only when we do not. 
Political leaders have denounced the way it acted in the university 
crisis; they can forestall it in the public school crisis by heading it 
off with valid state laws enacted now. 

But the immediate question is one of order in Athens. We be- 
lieve it will clearly pit the runted faith of Roy Harris against the 
decency of Ernest Vandiver. We believe the people are behind Van- 


diver’s decency. 


And as a footnote, we believe that never in the history of our 
alma mater has the University of Georgia been so shamed by any 
sons of hers as these who made this melancholy issue.

So it is that this time there is an 
extra element in the air. 

The aspirants do not simply seek 
jobs that are good in themselves. 
They seek jobs in the knowledge 
that the president-elect himself re- 
gards those jobs as of enduring 
importance — to him as well as 
to them. 

The president-elect has upgraded 
the second and third lines even 
before filling up those lines. For, 
weeks ago he was telling friends 
such posts were of a significance 
even higher, in one sense, than 
the Cabinet itself. 

His reasoning was that, based 
on all past form, he must at any 
rate expect some Cabinet changes 
within a year or two. The Cabinet 
turnover is historically fairly 
large. Men at that point of per- 
sonal achievement and imminence 
inevitably will have attractive out- 


side opportunities endlessly com- 
peting for them. 

But officials just below Cabinet 
level tend to stay. And the point 
is that Kennedy wants them to 
tend to stay even more than in 
the past. He is building the perma- 
nent Kennedy administration pre- 
cisely on this idea, and precisely 
in this hope. 

A candidate must draw a delli- 
cate line between being too eager 
and being so hard to get as to 
become lost in the shuffle: He 
must leave it to his friends — and 
these in turn will be friends of 
Kennedy or of Vice President- 
elect Johnson — to “‘initiate the 
contact.” But the candidate must 
then go it on his own. And, con- 
trary to any public impression of 
a crude “job hunt” when one 
administration succeeds another, 
there is little in this process which 
is sordid. 

There is actually much which 
is touchingly honest — and even, 
sometimes, self-denying. For more 
men than might be supposed 
are truly anxious — as well as 
truly. qualified — to serve inter- 
ests incomparably higher than 
their own. Thése, the sensitive 
ones and the best ones, do not find 
it easy either to wait at home for 
the telephone to ring or to ask oth- 
ers to make that well-known “‘con- 
tact.” 

And yet it is just. these who 
most of all the president-elect 
would really want. This is the true 
core of the drama.

plaintiffs were suspended from

Section (b) of Code Section 86- 
106 of the Public Defense Act 
of 1955 provides as follows: 


“hb. Whenever any judge of a 
superior, city or county court, 
sheriff, or mayor of a munici- 
pality, whose authority shall 
rank in the order named, shall 
apprehend the outbreak of insur- 
rection, riot, breach of the peace, 
or combination to oppose the en- 
forcement of the law by force 
or violence within the jurisdic- 
tion of which such officer is by 
law the conservator of the peace, 
or in the event of disaster or 
other grave emergency, it shall 
forthwith become the duty of 
_the iff _or mayor, 
when it appears that such un- 
lawful combination or disaster 
has progressed beyond the con- 


trol of the civil authorities, to 
notify the governor, and the 
governor may then, in his dis- 
cretion, if he deems the appre- 
hension well founded or the dis- 
aster or emergency of sufficient 
magnitude, order into the active 
service of the state, for such 
period, to such extent, and in 
such manner as he may deem 
necessary, all or any part of the 
organized militia.” 


The above Section 86-106 au- 
thorizes use of the militia if the 
circumstances warrant. 

Sections (b), (c) and (d) of 
1957 Georgia laws, Page 47 au- 
thorize the governor to utilize 
the State Patrol or such other 
law enforcement arms as may 
be necessary. 


Before the governor can : act, 
it is imperative that local of- 
ficials perform their legal duty 
of notifying the governor.

I want all to understand it. 


Now that Federal Judge Boo- 
tle in Macon has _ terminated 
suspension of the two plaintiffs 
effective Monday morning, I 
want to state my position to the 
people of Georgia: 


By the suspension order the 
other night, officials of the uni- 
versity recognized the eminent 
danger presented to the public 
by the presence of plaintiffs on 
the campus. 


Law enforcement officers of 
great experience have added their 
opinion which has been trans- 
mitted to me that tinder-box con- 
ditions exist. 

In spite of this, the federal 
judge has taken his, action of to- 
day without regard "to the conse- 
quences. 


Mayor Snow, in a public state- 
ment, has stated that: 


“. . . order had been fully re- 
stored and assured Dean Wil- 
liams that the City of Athens was 
able and willing to preserve order 
and would do so.” 


That is reassuring. 


Should any further breach of 
the peace occur, with which local 
law enforcement officials are in- 
capable of dealing, the legal duty 
of the mayor of Athens is to 
notify the governor of the state. 


At all times, I am available to 
preserve the peace, good order 
and dignity of the state. 


In the event the mayor of 
Athens considers local forces un- 
able to conserve the peace, upon 
notice to the governor, the State 
of Georgia will make such forces 
as are needed available, to pro- 
tect lives and property and to 
quell any disorder. 


Under the law, the governor of 
Georgia is responsible for con- 
serving the peace of the state, 
for protecting the lives and prop- 
erty of her people and for main- 
taining public tranquility.

Counsel for res- 
pondents also advised the court 
that they had been informed by 
the governor that, “If and when 
he (the governor) Is notified by 
the appropriate local authorities 
that their efforts to maintain or- 
der under protest demonstrations 
had failed, he will immediately 
dispatch adequate state police 
forces as provided for under the 
constitution and laws of Georgia 
for the purpose of protecting lives 
and the property at the University 
of Georgia as the chief conserva- 
tor of the peace.” 


However, respondents have stat- 
ed that “under these circum- 
stances they are not prepared at 
this time to voluntarily vacate 
the order suspending’ plaintiffs. 


“The constitutional rights of 
plaintiffs are not to be sacrificed 
or yielded to violence and disor- 
der.”” Cooper vs. Aaron 358 US. 
1, 16 (1958). Nor can the lawful 
orders of this court be frustrated 
by violence and disorder. 


The court does not find and does 
not conclude that law and order 
in this state have broken down or 
that the law enforcement agen- 
cies of this state are inadequate 
to maintain law and order at the 
university. Lucy vs. Adams, Race 
Relations Law Reporter Vol. 1 
No. 2, P. 323 (N.D. Ala. 1956). 
The court is therefore of the 
opinion that the order of suspen- 
sion or withdrawal of plaintiffs 
should be lifted and vacated by 
8 a.m. Jan. 16, 1961. 


It is therefore ordered, judged 
and decreed: 


1, That respondents, Dr. Joseph 
Williams, dean of students at the 
University of Georgia, and Dr. 
O. C. Aderhold, president of the 
University of Georgia, be and 
they are hereby made parties to 
this action. 


2. That the order of suspension 
or withdrawal or suspension here- 
tofore adopted by respondents be 
and the same is hereby directed 
to be terminated by 8 a.m.

More American teen-age girls 
than boys feel that a curfew 


would be effective in cutting 
down juvenile delinquency. 


In a recent student opinion 
poll conducted on a nationwide 
basis and sponsored by Scholas- 
tic Magazines, such questions 
as ‘“‘do you favor a 10 o'clock 
curfew law for those under 16 
years of age?’’ were asked 
students in grades 7 through 12. 


Sixty-three per cent of the 
girls favored a 10 o’clock cur- 
few for those under 16 years 
of age, while only 58.7 of the 
boys favored such a curfew. 


The same percentage of boys 
felt that a curfew would be ef- 
fective in cutting down juvenile 
delinquency and 63.9 of the 
girls agreed. 


Over 29 per cent of the girls 
were in favor of all states low- 
ering the voting age to 18 and 
over 37 per cent of the boys 
agreed. But 66.9 per cent of the 
girls and 57.4 per cent of the 
boys opposed this. 


“How do you feel about the 
idea of a permanent U.N. 
army?” Seventy and ‘seven 
tenths per cent of the girls and 
73.4 per cent of the boys fa- 
vored this and 12.6 girls and 
14 per cent of the boys were 
opposed.

DEAR AMY LARKIN: My husband is men- 
tally sick. He went to the hospital four months 
before the baby boy was born. That was eight 
years ago. The doctor says he will never be 
like he once was. I feel sorrow for my husband. 
I can’t help crying after I go to see him. But 
I don’t love him. I am so lonely and unhappy 
and nervous. 


I live in a small town with my parents, and 
I am not happy with them. I have a job, I go 
to church and work in it, I try to live my best 
before my son, But I am 29 years old and | 
want so much a nice home, a husband |] love 
who loves me and one or two more kids. 


I have one boy friend. He has asked me to 
marry him and I like but don’t love him. My 
pastor says | would be doing wrong to divorce 
my husband since he is helpless. What do you 
think? Would I be doing him wrong if I took 
my son and went to another place to live?— 


DESPERATE. 


You’re doing wrong to go with another man 
while you're still married. That’s not fair to 
anybody. 


Many people do get a divorce from a hus- 
band ‘or wife who is incurably insane. Before 
such a drastic step you should talk to several 
doctors at the hospital—not just one. If they 
agree that your husband can never return home, 
you should make more definite plans for - the 
future. Your son’s welfare should be the chief 
consideration in deciding whether to move. Ke- 
member he needs a man to imitate, and he has 
that in your father. Also he's better off with 
vour mother in the afternoons than coming 
home to a maid after school—or to nobody. 
On the other hand if he doesn’t get along well 


with his grandparents vou should at least move 
to a place of your own in the same town or 
another town. 


Is Her Baby 
Too Old to Nurse? 


DEAR AMY LARKIN: My baby is nearly two 
years old and my husband says it’s past time to 
wean him from breast-feeding. 


I have tried giving him a bottle but this up- 
sets him so and makes him hard to handle. My 
husband says it’s embarrassing for people to 
know the baby still nurses. I don’t think it Is. 
Can you help me? I have promised my husband 
to do what you say.—WORRIED 


I heard today about an Atlanta mother whose 
child is five and is still nursing, but after a year 
breast milk is not Grade-A. Your baby will suffer 
nutritionally if you keep on. 


My pediatrician prefers the abrupt-halt method 
of weaning, but I tell him if he’d ever been a 
nursing mother he would know how painful that 
can be, both physically and emotionally. I nursed 
my babies for a year apiece and gradual wean- 
ing worked fine for them and me. 


Forget the bottle. Your boy is at the glass 
age. If possible, have other two-year-olds in so 
he can watch them drink. 


Prop the noon nursing first. After lunch carry 
him to town or the zoo, or some place exciting, 
to take his mind off nursing—and yours too, Wait 
a week or so before stopping the breakfast nurs- 
ing, and another few days before quitting alto- 
gether.

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Business 
Jump Held 
Not Certain 


An upswing in the United States 
economy this spring is expected 
“but not inevitable,” Alfred P. 
Johnson, Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta economist, said here 
Friday. 

Rising federal spending and an 
end to the cutback in inventory 
buying should limit the current 
recession, Johnson told Northside 
Kiwanis Club members. 


But he warned that “in the 
absence of appropriate fiscal and 
monetary policies, the economy 
may continue to edge down be- 
yond this spring or fail to expand 
sufficiently to fully utilize the 
nation’s resources.” 


The Federal Reserve official 
traced the history of postwar re- 
cessions in this country. Johnson 
reminded that “‘one year ago the 
economic pundits were proclaim- 
ing the advent of the ‘sizzling 
"60's" and a soaring economy 
throughout 1960.” 


“By mid-year the earlier ex- 
uberance had subsided,” he said, 
but the concensus called for a 
slowly expanding economy. The 
economy is ‘stagnating at a jigh 
level’ was the line as little as 
three months ago. Now most fol- 
lowers of the business scene ad- 
mit the economy is in a reces- 
sion.” 


Johnson declared that the cur- 
rent economic pattern ‘‘should 
not be regarded as a pure seif- 
adjusting inventory cycle.”

TOKYO (AP)—A 3,227-ton Jap- 
anese freighter sank in the In- 
land Sea off Kobe Thursday night 
after colliding with a South Ko- 
rean cargo ship, Chung Chi. 


The maritime Safety Agency 
said all 37 crew members aboard 
the Japanese ship, Kiakai-Mauru, 
were rescued by a patrol boat of 
the ageacy. The 5,240-ton Korean 
ship, with slight damage to her 
bow, proceeded for Osaka.
